Chicago, July 9.—Henry Lincoln 
Johnson, negro Republican national 
committeeman of Georgia, told the 
senate committee investigating pre­ 
convention campaign expenditures of 
candidates that negroes who have 
voted the Republican ticket in Geor­ 
gia have “disappeared”, and never 
have been heard of again.

Johnson about lynchings in the south. 
“They don’t lynch men for belonging 
to the Republican party, do tb^y?” 
asked Senator Kenyon. 


“Oh, yes, they do,” Johnson replied. 
"Many a negro voting the Republican 
ticket has disappeared and no tidings 
have ever been heard of him.’” 
Johnson declared that backers of 
General Wood spent “around $60,OOO 
lh Georgia, while the Lowden sup­ 
porters spent only $20,000.” 
Clark L. Grier, former postmaster 
at Augusta, Ga., was the 
“pay-off 
man” for the Wood people, Johnson 
said, adding that Grier worked under 
direc^ orders from Frank Hitchcock, 
former postmaster general. 
Democrats paid from $5 to $5,000 
for votes lh Georgia this year and 
“generally spent rr-'re money than 
the Republicans,” „ Lnson told the 
committee. 
“Not one cent given to me was 
given to any delegate to the Repub­ 
lican national convention,” the wit­ 
ness declared. 
He said he received 
$9,000 from Illinois, “tyut not from 
Governor Lowden himself.” He spent 
$7,000 or $8,000 of his own money, he 
added, and $4,000 was raised from 
other sources.
